The 
company will make a specialty of tbe 
manufacture of lap- welded -ironi and steel 
boiler tubes and lap and butt-welded pine, 
of which products it will bo the largest 
manufacturer In the west.- The company 
proposes to erect a blast, furnace, rolling 
mitla and tube and. pipe works. The com- 
pany will have control of its own ore sup- 
ply, having bought 461 acres at Republic, 
Mich,, adjoining the mine of the Republic 
Iron Co, Six shafts have already been 
sunk and it is stated' that the mine will 
supply the company's needs for many years, 
Already preliminary - action has been 
token to have Rondout re-named Flagler, 
and this will doubtless be accomplished. 
The land optioned lays between the Madden 
and Bulkley road or the north village 
limits of Libertyville on the north, Read- 
out on the south nnd the main line or 
Milwaukee division of the St. Paul on the 
east and Desplainei river, on the west, ex- 
cepting only the Galloway and Lawrence 
forma In Liberty villo and fronting on Mil- 
waukee avenue, The Clark and Apptey 
farms may be optioned later which also lay 
along Milwaukee avenue. 

Oar Assets at Panama. 

The present chief engineer of tho Pansma 
Canal, speaking recently of our acquisition 
of the holdings of the French company, 
gave it, as his opinion that "the trade was 
certainly a good, one", and in proof of this 
be briefly enumerated some of the leading 
elements embraced in tbe transaction.

More TTltncsftcs for the Investigation 

Expected— Schumacher Makes 
a Revelation 

The Kenosha Evening News of Monday 
of this week has the following to say in 
regard to the Wren murder: 

Charles Wannamaker and N. J. Schu- 
macher, two of the men arrested on Satur- 
day afternoon for the murder of John 
Wren, have been released from the jail, 
Wannamaker was released on Saturday 
afternoon after he bad mode a statement 
to the district attorney in which it was 
clearly shown that ho was in no way con- 
nected with the case. Furthermore he 
offered to be at the call of the district at- 
torney at' any time and he was allowed to 
go on his own recognizance. Schumacher 
was forced to remain in jail Saturday night 
and most of the Sunday., On Sunday after- 
noon he made statement to tho district 
attorney and as a result of this statement 
he was allowed to return to bis home in 
the custody of Deputy Sheriff Mutz. The 
deputy sheriff has orders to remain in the 
presence of Schumacher at ail times and it 
is understood that his release from jail is 
only a temporary one and that he will be' 
returned to be present nt the bearing da 
Feb. 7. 

Neither of the attorneys in the case has 
seen fit to make public tbe statements 
made by Schumacher hut men about the 
jail state that Schumacher "coughed up." 
In the meantime the other men ut the jail 
spent a cheerless Sunday. They were kept 
in their cells most of the day and it is 
confidently believed that in a short time 
the confinement will tell on tbe meu and 
one of them will make a full stutement In 
regard 10 tbe killing of Wren. 

On Monday morning the father-in-law 
of Douglas Barhyte, one of the accused 
'men, came to Kenosha and had a con- 
ference with the district attorney to Bee 
what could be done to secure the release of 
Barhyte. The man was given no encour- 
agement and was told that none of the 
men would be released until tho murder of 
JKieji-badbeenloteared.,^, .. 

The arrest of the quintette of suspects 
has not put an end to the investigation 
into tbe crime and more witnesses ore ex- 
pected Tuesday. It is understood that 
Schumacher was released with tbe under- 
standing that be was to aid the district 
attorney in hunting up some of the wit- 
nesses who are wanted. 

It is still stated that Sweeney, who has 
been missing for a long time, will be in 
the city this afternoon or tomorrow. It is 
said that tho revelations made at the in- 
vestigation may result in the officers of 
Salem being asked to close the Schumacher 
saloon. It is one of tbe old time saloons 
in Salem. 



Farm Hone Burned. 

The .farm residence of Mathias Thowos- 
sen, located a few mites south of Rosecrans, 
in tbe town of Newport, burned to tbe 
ground on Saturday evening. 
' The fire caught in the upper story, and 
had gained, much headway before being 
discovered. With the assistance of the 
neighbors most of the "furniture was car- 
ried from tbe burning building and saved, 
but tha residence was a total loss. It is 
said that Thomesaen lost a large sum of 
money which he had in the house. There 
was no insurance.

KILLED '- 
WOMAN AT 
\ BURLINGTON 

Not since the fall of 1899, when William. 
Tnllis, a brawny watchman, was found 
murdered on his post, has Burlington seen 
the excitement that ensued Saturday j eve- 
ning, when it became known that Mrs. D. 
F. Foley, aged 40 years, bad been foully . 
slain in her home on Geneva' street, near 
tbe center of. the city, by a boarder named 
Arthur Howe, aged SO,' on employe of the 
Wisconsin Condensed Milk company, who 
afterward took bis own life by cutting ' bis 
throat from ear to ear. 

The man and woman were alone in the - 
house when the crime was committed, 
about 5 o'clock, and tbe discovery was 
made by a ten year old 'daughter of the 
murdered woman, who entered the house 
an hour later, and found the body of Howe 
lying on the kitchen floor, and that- of her 
mother about six feet away in a back entry 
to the kitchen, the latter with two bullet 
holes in her bead and her throat cut; Both 
bodies were covered with blood' and tbe 
kitchen gave evidence of a 'desperate fight 
between tbe man and woman, pools of. 
blood and bloody finger marks being found 
in various places. 

No known' cause can be assigned for the 
crime, but it evidently was premeditated 
on Howe's port. Be absented .-himself 
from the factory in tbe morning on a plea 
of sickness, but at 2 o'clock in the 'after- 
noon he went to tbe plant and drew his r 
week's pay, borrowing a revolver, from a \ 
fellow workman "to kill a rabbit," and 
premised to return it at 4 o'clock.-. Be re- 
turned to the house at once, and what, 
followed can only be. surmised, bnt it is 
thought that he proposed marriage and on 
Mrs, Fqley'e refusal tired six shots at the 
woman, two entering her body and the 
other three lodging in the* celling and 
woodwork. Evidently not satisfied she 
was dead Bowe cut her throat. Bis sui- 
cide followed. , ../..' 
, The murderer came to Burlington from 
Michigan laRt July, and Binco then had 
boarded with Mrs. Foley. He had the 
reputation of being quiet and' inoffensive. 
From letters found in tho suicide's posses-.' 
Bion it was learned that while, he was in 
Michigan laetfaU'Mr*. Foley corresponded ' 
with him, and that on two occasions she 
bad sent him money to return to Burling*. \

Mrs. Foley seperated from her 'husband •! 
a number of years ago, and had supported 
herself and two children by her .own' exer- 
tions, She had the reputation of being ■*;,•<■ 
industrious and hard-working <womaal .

IS THE PULPIT DECLINING. 
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FowU For Market. 

While the mtilu consideration to the 
consumer Is tlitit tho fowl should ho 
reasonably plump find properly picked, 
the largo city incrchnnts dcmntul cer- 
tain thi i irm In the way of packing 
which the poultry rnlser must carry 
out If ho would bo successful In ancb 
markets. Ono of the things Is that 
tho fowls bo "shaped" before they are 
pneked, nnd while thin process makes 
& form that Is not particularly pleas- 
ing, it Is. perhaps, better thnn the mls- 
Hliapcn fowls which would .result If 
they were placed lit boxes or barrels 
without any sign of pncklug. To 
make a simper, llrst build a frame nml 
iheti In this frame construct two 
troughs, each ten feet long. These 
troughs nre constructed by nulling to- 
gether two boards, seven-eighths of an 
Inch thick and nix Incheis wide, tit right 
angles. 

After plucking the fowls, Iny the 
carcasses In the trough, with the heads 
hanging down, the legs alongside the 
breast and the breast downward. By 
gentle pressure force the curcass down

Into the tingle of the trough. Cover 
each carcass with oiled paper; then 
have an Inch board six Inches wide to 
Iny nn the, carcasses, and weiglit this 
board down with a brick or heavy 
/tone ut cither end. As the carcass of 
the bird Is slipped under the board, 
move the lower brick or stone to ob- 
tain the weight. The carcasses should 
be kept In tills position fnr six or 
i seven hours, and they will then bo 
Shaped and ready for packing In em leu.

Measuring Corn In Crib. 
The common pructlee In to call two 
bushels of corn on the cob n bushel of 
shelled com. This Is not strictly cor- 
rect, and In some Stales the legal bush- 
el of ears Is seventy pounds. Hut as- 
suming that two buslielN make hut 
one. It will he easy to multiply the 
length, breadth nnd height of the crib 
in Inches and thus get the number of 
cubic inches It contains. Then divide 
this by 2,150, the number of cubic 
inches hi a bushel, nml yott hnve tho 
number of bushels of cars. This di- 
vided by two will give you the ap- 
proximate shelled com. Another rule 
Is that two cubic feet of dry corn on 
the cob will make a bushel of shelled 
com. ' Then measure the length, 
breadth nnd height of the crib nnd 
divide these cubic feet by two to get 
bushels of shelled .corn. These two 
methods will give a wide difference, 
for In n crib measuring twenty feet 
long, ten feet high and ten feet wide 
there should lie by the first method a 
little over SO0 bushels, while by tho 
Inst method there would bo 1,000 bush- 
els. We do not believe that either 
method Is perfectly accurate, ond that 
tlio true measure lies between the two, 
the first being too suinlt and the lust 
too large.— St. Louis Republic. 



Loftftin Cured Fodder. 

It has been found ut the Ontario 
Experiment Station that the smallest 
necessary loss in curing occurs when 
the corn Is fairly well matured nml 
well cured, nml contulns not less than 
:t0 to :r> per cent of dry mutter. For 
clover the results Indicate that !!S to 
!U per cent of dry matter Is better tllull 
a lower or higher per cent, Corn well 
matured und Just In the glazing stage 
with the leaves still green Is lu the 
proper condition for the silo, and 
clover In full bloom, or ii trltle past, 
and In good condition for hay, but 
not too dry, is the proper stage for 
this.

The Appropriation Committee of the 
House of Representatives of the United 
States warned by Speaker Cannon that 
economy was to be the watchword have 
decided to make a record on the appropri- 
ations for the Capital of tbe United States. 
That they are entitled to all the rewards of 
victory no one can entertain a doubt. Tbe 
reduction of the estimates furnished by the 
commissioners for the administration of 
the city of Washington during" the next 
fiscal year amounts to over three million 
dollars. Practically every item suggested 
for the development of the municipality 
and its various services has been blue 
penciled and tbe sub-committee proudly 
points to tbe fact that the appropriations 
made last near have almost without excep- 
tion been sweepingly reduced. "Uncle 
Joe" whose band, fifes to the government 
pockot at the mention of Danville, of Illi- 
nois, and Mr, Bailey, of Texas, wbo is op- 
posed to Congress being made "aldermen 
for the District of Columbia" are doubtless 
content", bat that great body of citizens 
who have not aspired to a seat in Congress 
but wbo still have the pride to make tbe 
capital of the United States an honor to 
the nation, cannot but regret tbe short- 
sighted policy of Congress' electing to 
make a record for economy by crippling 
the only national city.

LIEUT. OOV. SHEBMAN. 
Investigating the Rood roads question 
and reporting to this session. -It Is 
not Improbable that a special message 
from Governor Deneen, officially en- 
dorsing the proposed legislation and 
requesting Its passage, will accom- 
pany Its Introduction to tbe lawmak- 
ing bodies. 

In his Inaugural message Governor 
Deneen devoted considerable space to 
the discussion of hard roads and de- 
clared himself in favor of Immediate 
steps to accomplish permanent Im- 
provement of tbe highways of the 
state. He now has In hand tbe bill 
drafted by the commission and tbe 
measure is subject to such changes ns 
he may favor, so that when It makes 
Its deiiut In tbe legislature it will be 
acceptable In Its entirety to 
executive. 

Results of Inquiries. 
The report to be submitted to the 
house and senate by tbe commission 
presents, In detail, tbe results of the 
Inquiries and Investigations that have 
covered a period of two years. A 
topographical map of the state has 
been prepared and the various condi- 
tions to be met with all over the state 
•will be set forth, together with the re- 
sults attained In various states of the 
union where the construction of bard 
roads Is already under way. 

As drafted by the commission, the 
bill provides for an Initial appropria- 
tion of $260,000, to cover the first two 
years of operation of a good roads sys- 
tem. One-fifth of this amount Is for 
the expenses of the state board of 
highway commissioners, to be named 
by tht governor, under the provisions 
of the bill, and is to be expended In 
field work, surveying, engineering and 
testing for the best methods and) 
routes for roads in localities desiring 
to take advantage of the act, The 
remainder of the appropriation Is to 
be devoted to the actual expense of 
road construction. The amount of 
work any township may undertake IS 
limited to a certain yearly mileage, in 
I order that the fund' may be equitably 
distributed. 

The measure provides that the state 
shall meet one-half tbe expense of 
such road building, the other half to 
be divided equally between tbe coun- 
ty and the township in which the Im- 
provement Is made. Crushed 1 stone, 
prepared by the convicts In the state 
penitentiary at Chester, will be fur- 
nished free of charge for such con- 
struction. No work is to bo done un- 
der the provisions of tbe act until a 
majority of the interested land owners 
have voted for the Improvement 

Cumulative Voting:. 

Discussion among the legislators 
continues 1o center largely in the opin- 
ion rendered by Attorney General 
Stead relative* to the counting of bal- 
lots In cumulative voting. While the 
application of the attorney general's 
ruling, if applied In the contests now 
pending In the house, is'certaln to un-

'not this prospective outcome that baB 
aroused the Interest of tbe assembly- 
men, bat the fact that the opinion of 
the attorney general Is. in direct 
variance with all precedents.

case mid 'In Hue with his Interpreta- 
tion of the statutes Is thnt given the 
Chicago board of election comiultwlou- 
era by u number of prominent Chicago 
Jurists. So far, ns has been ascer- 
tained, nil Important opinions regard- 
ing the meaning of the law have been 
to the enme effect, but Attorney Gen- 
eral Stead places nn entirely uow in- 
terpretation upon the statutes. 
Main I'otnt at Issue. 

The main point nt Issue Is the 
method of counting n ballot upon 
which n voter tins marked a cross in 
the party circle at the bead of a ticket 
and also n cross In. the square preced- 
ing the name of a candidate for repre- 
sentative on another ticket Accord- 
ing to the Stead opinion, such n ballot 
must lw rejected entirely, been use the 
Intention of the voter cannot be clear- 
ly ascertained. 

The Application of -this ruling, It Is 
generally agreed, will surely result In 
the un sen ting of George W. McCnskrln 
of tbe Rock Island district, elected as 
nn independent and whose sent Is con- 
tested by George Cook, a Democrat. 
It Is almost equally certain to seat L. 
O'Xell Browne, n farmer Democratic 
member from the Ln Salle county dis- 
trict, who Is contesting the sent of 
John J, McClusky, also a Democrat 
In the other two contests It. McK In- 
lay, Republican, Hecks the sent of Clay 
F. Gnumer, Prohibition 1st, from the 
Vermilion district, nnd Alonzo E, "Wil- 
son, Prohibitionist, Is nfter tbe sent of 
Samuel A. Bowles, Democrat, from tbe 
Will district. However the elections 
committee of the bouse may decide to 
proceed, it is expected that a lively

Local Option Movement. 

Lenders In tbe movement for local 
option legislation have recovered part- 
ly from their Indignation nnd chagrin 
over tbe unexpected Introduction of 
their pet measure by Senator Anderson 
nnd tbey have expressed a determina- 
tion to double their exertions to secure 
the passage of their measure. It Is es- 
timated that 2,000 church congrega- 
tions were addressed Inst Sunday on 
this subject ond nil who nre favorable 
to tbe proposed legislation nre ex- 
pected to exert their Influence with 
their respective senators nnd repre- 
sentatives to bring about favorable no- 
tion upon tbe measure. 

The "sinker" In the way of n refer- 
endum clause, which was attached to 
the bill ns prepared by tbe Illinois 
Anti-Saloon league. Is not 8 '* serious al- 
teration and It Is not this amendment 
Hint aroused Hie indignation of tbe 
league officials. Their principal pro- 
test, Is a gainst the reference of tbelr 
bill to the senate committee on li- 
censes. This body Is generally con- 
ceded to be hostile to the measure nnd 
it wan tbe hope of the supporters - of 
the movement to have the bill rc^ 
ferred to a special committee, friendly 
to such legislation, so thnt tbe law- 
makers might be put on record through 
the medium of n roll call on the floor. 
W. H. Anderson,' general superinten- 
dent of the league, openly declares 
thnt tbc senate committee on licenses 
iias been "pnekeJ" with -the objecttof 
killing the measure. 

Even Inn Up Old Score. 

While the league officials Intimate 
that their bill was sent to this com- 
mittee for tbe sole purpose of throt- 
tling tbe contemplated legislation,' It Is 
blnted on the other band that the sen- 
ate "organization" was merely evening 
the I up an old score with- Senator Parker, 
who has been chosen by the league as 
their champion. Whether tbe bill bad 
been Introduced by Senator Anderson 
or Senator Porker, it Is pointed out 
tbe same course would have been pur- 
sued and It would have been referred 
to the license committee. But by Its 
premature Introduction, Senator Par- 
ker has been humiliated nnd robbed of 
the distinction he coveted, of fathering 
the measure. 

Primary Election Bill. 
Evidences have already developed to 
indicate that the primary election bill, 
as prepared under tbe direction of tbe 
Repnbllcnn state central committee, 
with the assistance of Governor De- 
neen, Lieutenant Governor Sherman 
and Attorney General Stead, will not 
have an unhampered march of triumph 
to tbe statute books. At the initial 
meeting of tbe house committee that 
was named to handle this subject 
Judge Orrin N. Carter of Chicago 
voiced opposition to the bill prepared. 
"I am In favor of the compulsory 
primary," he declared* "but I am not 
ln favor of tho direct primary," The 
judge's reason Is that such a law 
'would give too great power to the 
newspapers. In support of bla conten- 
tion be produced letters from citizens 
of Minneapolis who strongly oppose a 
direct primary for this reason. 

Lieutenant Governor Sherman re- 
plied to Judge Carter, ln bis usual 
whirlwind fashion, driving home his 
arguments In English not to be 
mistaken. "Tbe details of the primary 
work should be taken out of tbe bands 
of the primary committees," be de- 
clared, "and ' placed in tbe bands of 
some properly constituted legal au- 
thority. Party organisation Is not to 
be trusted with the details. I believe 
In organization, but we must have 
some vested authority to prevent dirty 
politics," 

No Trouble to Count. 
Continuing, he said, "I believe in a 
direct primary or the plurality plan 
rather than In a delegate principle 011 
the free and easy plan, I believe In 
the per centnge plan of counting dele- 
gates. Vulgar fractions are still taught 
In our public school* nnd there Is no 
more trouble In counting them tip than 
there Is In mecllilg In some quiet, out- 
of-the-way room In some botel, till tho 
sun rises in tbe east, to try and see if 
we cannot possibly figure out ukoiuci

Vf u run w Stores Wrecked, l'eoiile Slnltt, 

Boldlcm Drunk Amid siminJitr r, 

Alnrmhn; news uf the revolution in 
Russia was received in Uerlin early 
Monday morning-. As expected. Poland 
is the scene of bloodshed, of pillaging 
by mobs, of tin I lies between ell hums ami 
soldiers and of con Iht ttvat Ions set by lu- 
ceitdlaries. All Sunday mobs pillaged 
nml wrecked si ores hi Warsaw. All ibiy 
the rilles of the soldiers were spitting 
Indicts at the pillagers. In utie instance 
lit n working class wiiburlileYeii a enn- 
unn was tired into n crowd. In addition 
tn the general cliaos rreritetl by strikers 
ami revolutionists, several companies of 
soldiers drank vodka ami ran amuck In 
tin- siren-', riding dotyn the people and 
tiring wildly in every direct ton. IIuu- 
dnsls were slain,* 

From the cnuutry district* of Poland 
conic even more atiirmintr news. There 
the police ami the military have no sneh 
chance. In crlwdt the people ns in tho 
cities. Consequently the revolution up- 
pears to b« gaiitini; more headway. \a 
miikiin; war mi the governiiieul sonic uf 
the lieople idled the tnrcli. 

Thousands nf persons are lleriug from 
Poland across the border into Ocratany. 
The refugees report Hint. Warsaw was 
a veritable slautthter house all Sunday. 
The volcano burs! curly, when the strik- 
ers began to parade ami the pollee and 
troops tried to suppress them, lly their 
attack* the authorities only enraged the 
masses, who broke Into the slon-s ami 
the State vodka shops and seined nil 
the vndkn nhtn inutile. The llery llipior 
transformed the crowds ihlo mad mid 
howling mobs. 

There wns no limit In the da users the 
mobs braved In their dellance of consti- 
tuted authority. They fought the police 
and the soldiers. They smashed store 
fronts nml sacked business houses of till 
kinds. They stopped nil IrntHe, When 
night fell on the ruins, or half ruins, or 
hundreds of me mi utile" houses, Warsaw 
wns lu a state of nuarcliy. not n street 
Mnmp wns lighted, those who bad taken 
no part in the day's rioting were terror- 
stricken. 

Vodka proved almost ns alluring to 
the soldiers as to the mobs,* The troops 
drunk freely, in some enses joining in the 
looting tit Mi-urn their favorite hererage. 
Thru the drunken troops singly and in 
small s<] u ads attempted to show what 
they could do. 

A group of hussars ran down the Rril- 
Ish Viee Consul Muoiikitlu Saturday 
night in Marshal Kovskl street. Two 
hussars rushed at him with their swords, 
inflicting severe cuts across his face nml 
lower lip. Dripping wllli bleod Muou- 
kaiu was conveyed to the hospital. 

Many hnve been killed or wounded In 
charges by troops, ami the recklessness 
of swashbuckling hussars. During the 
pillaging of Mures many merchants put 
chalk cre-sHOs on their doors or lighted 
ikons hi their windows nml thus secur- 
iil their safety. The rioters paused be- 
fore the snored emblems. 

The hoarse ; murmurs of the mnh 
drowned the church hells. Intermittent 
firing was proceeding all day. Hun- 
dreds of shops were wrecked mid several 
stores were hunted.

Tho bill lo' regulate railroad ratei 
which was prepared by Chairman 
Hepburn of the Committee on Inter- 
Btnto and Foreign Commerce, after 
consultation with the President and 
Attorney General Moody, was intro- 
duced in Congress. 

Tho bill provides for tho abolition of 
tho present 'Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission and Rsrc-crcntloii with a mem- 
bership of seven. Tho members are to 
he np pot tiled by tho President It also 
provides for a Court of Commerce, to 
which nil appeals from the decisions 
of the Interstate Commission are to 
ho made. This court wilt ho made up 
of live Circuit Court judges, who shall 
bo assigned to the Court of Commerce 
by tho Chief Justice of the United 
States Supremo Court. The new Court 
of Commerce will have all the powers 
of n Circuit Court, mid nny appeal 
which may be taken from Its decision 
must bo to tho Supremo Court of tho 
United States. Tho Interstato Com* 
mcrcc Commission Is given power to 
fix n reasonable rate on complaint of 
either shipper or railroad. The de- 
cision may bo appealed, If nt all, to 
tho Court of Commerce wRbln thirty 
days, and if the Court of Commerce 
makes no decision, the rate fixed by the 
Interstato Commission becomes opera- 
tive of Its own' force within sixty days 
from the time It Is given. The penalty 
flxed far violation Is $3,000 a day Aim. 

Tho President Is authorized to ap- 
point additional Circuit Court judges 
to fill vacancies caused by assigning 
Judges to the Court of Commerce. The 
Interstato Commerce Commission Is 
given authority to modify or suspend 
toy rate It lias made, or reopen any 
case at any time. > 

It la sold that the measure Is satis- 
factory to President Roosevelt and his 
advisers and the President will favor 
Its enactment, provided no weak spots 
be found In It, no snag or fatal defect 
which would render tho entire act Jo- 
effective or to lead to Its condemns- 
Hop by the Supreme Court, on the 
ground of unconstitutionality.

Ho If road Cruaadc. 

Oot. Robert 31, ha Toilette's election 
as United States Senator was ratified by 
bottr houses of the Wisconsin Legisla- 
ture Wednesday before a great throng 
of people.
